That a nationwide scandal probe 


would result from disclosures of the 
secrets of the Arbuckle party, was in­ 
timated by District Attorney Mathew 
Brady.

Camarillo as saying that “ if we can 
substantiate the evidence we have 
already obtained in this 
case,

11000, 
which was obtained from the board 
of supervisors to run down the ru­ 
mors, would be insufficient to obtain 
the prosecuting evidence he desires. 
He w ill make an appeal for more 
money next Monday. 
Brady did not give any details of 
the probe he expects to begin, but 
it was believed it would center about 
Hollywood, the home of the Califor­ 
nia movie stars, where 
rumors 
of 
“ wild parties” have been brought to 
the police. 
Arbuckle appeared at 10:30 a. in. 
before Superior Judge Louderback to 
answer the manslaughter charge. A t­ 
torneys for the state and the de­ 
fense Immediately agreed to the con­ 
tinuance of the arraignment because 
of the decision of District Attorney 
Brady to press the charge of mur­ 
der.

Had the cost of the roads been 
doubled, the mileage would n e c e s­ 
sarily have been reduced by half. 
Would 
the 
people

Beach, for instance, have been bet­ 
ter served bv an 8-inch pavement 
half of the distance from Irvine to 
the beach 
during 
the last 
seven 
yearn than by the existing 4-inch 
pavement all the way? To ask that 
question is but to answer it. 
The same condition applies to all 
other roads in the county. 
Made Big Savings 
The additional roads built by rea­ 
son of adopting the less expensive 
standard 
have already 
been 
the 
means of saving, several times over, 
the entire cost of our original sys­ 
tem. 
Th pre are now 15 .DOO anto vehi­ 
cles in the county. On the re anon a- 
Tile assumption that the average an­ 
nual cost for tires is $150 for each 
car. and that we now get twice the 
mileage on paved roads that we for­ 
merly did 
on dirt 
roads, we are 
saving $75 per year for each car. 
Had we only half the road mileage 
It would mean a loss of $57 50 per 
car or $562,000 per year for the pres­ 
ent entire number. 
Two years of 
such loss would thus practically pay 
for tho entire original road system. 
This does not take into account 
extra depreciation 
on cars 
caused 
by dirt roads, 
which 
amounts 
to 
equally as mach and enough more 
to cover 
any slight 
exaggeration 
there might be in the above figures. 
When the Central and Union Pacific 
built the first road to the coast they 
adopted the wise policy of providing 
for the light traffic then in view, and 
later of laying heavier rails, reduc­ 
ing corves and grades and providing 
a more substantial roadbed as traffic 
increased. The same policy was wise 
for Orange 
county. 
Many of the 
lighter roads have so far proven to 
be adequate for traffic on them, and 
others on which quantity and weight 
of traffic have abnormally centered 
can and are being improved to take 
care of it by the addition of a sur­ 
face of concrete or asphalt, without 
loss of the original investment. 
Maintenance and Repair 
There is a false impression in the 
minds of many as to the amount of 
pavement that has broken down and 
has had to be replaced. The facts 
are that not to exceed one-third-of 
one per cent of the concrete has 
broken 
up during 
the entire 7H 
years in which the roads have been 
in service. 
If the 
entire 
replace­ 
ments were put together it would 
not exceed one-halt mile of road 
way. 
To be specific, the cost of main 
taming and replacing broken patches 
on the Laguna road has only amount­ 
ed to $42 per mile per year, on the 
Newport road $43, on the Orange- 
Olive road $22, on Prospect avenue 
$16 and on the Santa Ana-Hunting- 
ton Beach road $105. 
There have 
been more serious breakdowns on 
the latter road than any other, ow 
ing largely to heavy trucking due to 
oil 
development 
at 
Huntington 
Beach. 
The passage and enforcement of 
the county truck ordinance limiting 
loads to 22,000 pounds has almost 
entirely 
removed injury to 
roads 
from th at source. 
The

figures 
of

crete and over 13 miles of asphalt 
laid on original pavement.

men who have spent years of time 
in theoretical training and a life­ 
time in practical experience in road 
building, when it comes to determ­ 
ining my line of action. 
The above-mentioned types of road 
have their place, but the opinion of 
men of training and experience 
is 
all but universal in favor of a con-1 
crete slab as the best standard type 
for roadways, which may or may not 
be surfaced with asphalt of varying 
thicknesses as conditions require. 
Expert*’ Findings 
The engineers of 
the California 
Highway commission have adopted 
concrete as the standard construc­ 
tion. 
The engineers of the airm o b ile 
clubs who have severely criticised 
the highway commission’s actions in 
other respects approve its policy In 
adopting 
concrete, and that, after 
spending $30,000 in an investigation 
of the entire state road system. 
The U. S. Bureau of Public Roads, 
after 
an 
investigation 
covering 
months of time and entailing an ex­ 
pense of $40,000, has made a report 
favorable to the policy of the high­ 
way commission and specifically ap­ 
proves its action in adopting con­ 
crete as a material for construc­ 
tion. 
Within the last few months the 
Lincoln Highway association has de­ 
cided to build a two-mile 
section 
of model road in Indiana, as an ex­ 
ample to be followed 
In the con­ 
struction of 
this great transconti­ 
nental highway. Upon the advice of 
its engineers, representing the var- 
rlous states along the route, con­ 
crete only was adopted as the ma­ 
terial to be used. 
To make a satisfactory and most 
permanent roadway a material must 
be us'ed which has elements of ab­ 
solute rigidity so that the surface 
will always retain, as nearly as pos­ 
sible, a perfectly smooth and plane 
face, thus enabling vehicles to roll 
along over it without the deteriorat­ 
ing effect of impact caused by irreg­ 
ular settlem ent 
I believe the only material which 
is an improvement over concrete is 
better concrete, with an asphalt sur­ 
face, and that the only thing better 
than the best concrete, as a type, 
is a steel slab. 
When trained road engineers and 
practical road builders change their 
opinion on the subject I shall con­ 
sider changing mine.

“Between the plates, threaded rub­ 
ber instead of wooden separators are 
used. 
This use of rubber, however, 
is not entirely new, 
having 
been 
started six years ago under Willard 
patents. 
It is in the development 
of the new case and the bringing to­ 
gether of rubber container and rub­ 
ber separators that the latest im­ 
portant advance has been made. 
“The moulded rubber case, besides 
eliminating the separate battery jar, 
resists decay and corrosion, in much 
greater degree than the wooden con­ 
tainer, being unaffected by the acid 
solution or bv water.
